Glendale and Palm Springs were pres­ 
ent to pay homage to the departed 
com rades. 
Dr. M acartney described some 
of 
the beautiful shrines over th e world 
where M emorial Day cerem onies are 
held on the sam e day each year, those 
in France and at Arlington being de­ 
scribed in detail.

124-Year-Old 


Indian Woman 


Is Summoned 


Death W ednesday took M aria An­ 
tonia Pablo, believed to he the old­ 
est woman in interior Southern Cali­ 
fornia. who lived in A ndreas canyon 
before there was a Palm Springs. 
It 
was títere her son. the late Will. P ab­ 
lo. was born, probably 04 years ago. 
She w as the m other of H enry Pablo 
and the late Capt. Win. Pahlo. 
Mrs. Pablo was 124 years of ago 
when she died on the Morongo Indian 
reservation near Banning from the ef­ 
fects of a fall suffered about threO 
weeks ago. 
The aged Indian woman in recent 
weeks had been residing with 
h e r 
grunddauA ter, Mrs. F. B. Noles, a t 
San B rnardino. 
A m onth ago she de­ 
cided she would supervise the harvest- 
ng of her crops on Hie Banning res- 
rvation. and it was there, on May 
I. that she suffered the injury which 
led to her death. 
Mrs 
Pahlo fell, 
breaking her leg. while getting out of 
bed. 
M entally alert and physically cap­ 
able until the day of her death, sh e 
was known as one of the best Indian 
basket weavers. 
Despite her advanc­ 
ed age. she still did expert work up 
to the tim e of her injury. 
H er 
great-great-great 
grandson, 
Jam es C harles M artin, w as horn a t 
the Morongo reservation April 18. 
H e 
was of the sixth living generation. 
W hile she spoke no English, Mrs. 
Pablo liked to relate through re la­ 
tives who served as interpreters, h er 
m em ories of the days before the se t­ 
tlers reached inland California. 
Shf 
recalls vividly the fam ous "Rain of 
the S tars" in 1833, and m any o th er 
phenomena 
known 
to 
m ost 
only 
through books. 
In 1833 she had been 
m arried five years. 
Born near Palm Springs in 1814, 
Mrs. Pablo spent her early life n e ar 
Cucamonga. 
She am! the other In­ 
dians of the Cucamonga colony m ade 
regular 
excursions 
to 
Arrowhead. 
Springs, where they 
washed 
their 
clothes and bathed in the m ountain 
water. T hese visits usually lasted tw o 
weeks and the springs took on the na­ 
ture of a "resort" even before 
the 
white settlers came. 
Several m onths ago Mrs. Pablo’s son 
died at an advanced age. 
One hundred twenty-four years is a 
long tim e to live; but Maria Antonia 
Andreas Pablo, whose death occurred 
this week, and who was the oldest 
living person to claim A ndreas canyon 
as her birthplace, lived approxim ate­ 
ly 124 years. 
She was the m other of 
Captain H enry Pablo of Morongo res­ 
ervation and of the late Captain Wm. 
Pablo. 
The latter was active as an 
officer serving under W. E. (Pussy­ 
foot) Johnson. 
Andreas canyon, one 
of the m any beauty spots near Palm 
Springs, w as named for th e Andreas 
family whose proud name M aria Imre. 
When Maria Andreas (Pahlo) was 
horn there was no Palm 
Springs. 
There w as an Indian camp in whiter, 
at least, and pilgrim ages w ere m ade 
to the Santa Rosa and San Jacinto 
ranges to gather nuts to lie ground 
Into flour. 
Wild game such as moun­ 
tain sheep and deer, must have been

A ctive until her accident, 
Maria 
Pablo was 101. according to census 
rolls of the M ission agency which list 
her and a cousin, Venina Casero of 
C ahuilla reservation, near Anza. at the 
sam e age as the two oldest Indians 
of the 32 occupied reservations under 
M ission jurisdiction. 
Maria 
Pablo s 
relatives and friends claim 
though 
that in 1833. listed as the year of her 
birth, she was a m arried woman with 
children; and they claim 
th at 
her 
cousin, V enina Casero, is 10 to 
20 
years younger. 
Com puting tim e by corresponding 
dates of railroad and other m ajor con­ 
struction events, Mrs. 
Chona 
Leg 
Nolen, 51, of San Bernardino, and Mrs. 
V ictoria Luz W eirick. 60, of Morongo, 
granddaughters who were with 
her 
constantly during the last few weeks, 
estim ate that M aria was betw een 121 
and 121. 
H er youngest descendant 
who w as the sixth living generation 
is Jam es C harles M artin, great-great- 
great grandson born at Morongo April 
18 th is year. 
At an early age M aria A ndreas m ar­ 
ried Pablo G abriel whom she survived 
by 21 years. 
She was the m other of 
11 children, m ost of whom did not 
reach m aturity. 
Although m em bers 
of ensuing generations were usually 
long-lived 
the 
fam ilies 
have 
been 
eith er sm all or without children. 
For 
that reason, M aria Pablo is survived 
by only three known lin .» of direct 
descendants, the Pablos. a 
' . *•• and 
M artins, all of Morongo ..¡.ervatlon 
near Cabazon. 
It Is said th at when the Mission In­ 
dian agency w as organized and took 


its first census in 1S97, many Indians 


gave th eir fa th e rs’ first nam es 
for 


their last names. 
In this way M aria's 


m arried name. Gabriel, became Pablo 


as did the nam es of her children who 


were living. Of her 14 children, three, 


Henry, Juana and M arguerita, are still 


living. 
All are at Morongo reserv a­ 


tion. 
It Is estim ated that Maria Pablo 
moved from Palm Springs to M orongo 
about 60 years ago at which tim e the 
Gabriels, later to become the Pablos, 
were the only residents of the section. 
Maria had lived a t Morongo since, ex­ 
cept for a few sh o rt visits to the hom e 
of her granddaughter in San B ernar­ 
dino. 
M aria Pablo's death will m ake it 
impossible for a San B ernardino o r­ 
ganization to follow out a plan to take 
her on a tour, startin g this July, of 
clubs and 
leagues 
throughout 
the 
state, presenting h er as the oldest liv­ 
ing Mission Indian. 
An effort to get 
Maria to appear a t the annual 
San 
B ernardino 
O range 
Show this y ear 
failed when poor w eather caused th e 
family to decide against it. 
M aria I’alilo delivered her 14 chil­ 
dren without aid of doctor or nurse. 
And after an old tribal custom, she re ­ 
fused at the o u tset of her injury to 
be taken to a hospital, preferring to 
stay in her home, to be near the land 
th at had supported her. 
Although it 
was impossible for the Indian service 
physician or field nurse to converse 
with Maria who would speak only h er 
native tongue in th e presence of w hite 
people, family in terp reters stated it 
was her wish to die—for she knew 
she was about to die—in her home, 
on her own bed. 
Resolutely in h er last and painful 
illness and with broken body, she p re­ 
pared to enter th e hereafter, the be­ 
lief in which is firmly im planted in 
Indian tribes. 
Services for h er were held at th e 
W iefels chapel in Banning. T hursday.
